ON  the  24th  day  of;  January,  in 
the  year  I'eventcen  hundred  and 
ninety  five,  the  legiflature  of  Geor- 
gia, in  a full  I'eilion  affembled,  in 
perfect  conformity  with  their  own 
conflitution  ; did,  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  to  them  delegated  by , the 
fame,  barg.nin  and  fell  unto  Zacha- 
riah  Cox,  M atthias  IVi  aher  and  tlieir 
affociates  for  a valuable  confiderati-
